In the Kpting of 1861* tffe Indians 
passed along the Une of Hamilton au<l 
Comanche counties, near the head of 
WarretTa creek. Mr. Hoover and wife 
were visiting on the creek.. On their 
return home on Sunday evening, and 
while riding along, all at once, and 
without a moment’s warning, a band 
of Indiana stepped (Hit of a thicket 
shot Mrs. Hoover’* fine »addle 
mm through the loins. 
The mare «ink down and Mrs. Hoo* 
jumped off with her babe in her 
arms. Mr. Hoover, seeing the situa­ 
tion, dismounted at once and gave up 
hi* horse to the Indians, but they con­ 
tinued the fight, advancing all the 
time. 
Mr. Hoover put his wife between 
himself and home, which was on Cow­ 
house cr»*ck, some six mi lex distant. 
Mr. Hoover was only armed with a 
six-shooter and It only partly loaded. 
The Indians were loaded with bows 
and arrows. 
Mr. Hoover was shot through the 
thigh in the early part of the engage­ 
ment which disabled him considerably, 
but he stood his ground manfully, 
keeping his wife ahead and on the 
way home. 
When the Indians would advance 
on him he would present the six->hoot- 
er and they would halt, and then he 
and his wife would pu**h for home. 
After maneuvering In this manner 
for about 
two and 
one-half miles, 
they were Intercepted by the Carter 
boys with a cat tie-hunting outfit. The 
Indians, when they saw the cowtmys, 
pulled out at once. 


George went immediately to the wi­ 
dow Reed’s at midnight, woke lip I/un 
Iteed and reported Indians in the coun­ 
try. 
They of course watched their hors­ 
es the remar'der of the night. The 
bog hunters came 
in 
the next day 
without seeing the Indians. 
“It wa* right amusing,” said Lem 
Reed, “to hear him talk about his 
fight with them.” 
He was a very 
wicked man. Uncle 
Henry 
Fuller, 
who was a very religious man, said 
to him: “8hip, did you think about 
praying?” Ship replied, “Uncle Henry, 
I would have prayed, hut I was afraid 
to shut my eyes, for fear the d—d 
things would catch me.” 
This man afterwards shot himself 
and died 
from 
the 
effects of the 
wound. 
The Indians went down the 
country, stole a lot of horses, and 
while pulling out near the head of 
Cowhouse creek, were 
overtaken by 
the rangers, who succeeded in recov­ 
ering all the stolen property.

When be was brought to Fora, which 
was at that time the county seat of 
Comanche county, he was a mere skel­ 
eton. too poor and

above n whisper. Peter lived and grew 1 
to manhood, aand is, at this writing, I 
a stout, robust man. and a worthy 
citizen of Comanche county. 


As night was fast approaching, the 
boys concluded to take care of Mr. 
Hoover and wife rather than pursue 
the Indians in the dark. Word was 
sent that night to the rangers who 
were camped on Partridge creek, sev­ 
eral miles distant, concerning the pres­ 
ence of Indians in the settlements 
and the attack made upon Mr. Hoover 
and Sirs. Hoover, and the circumstan­ 
ces connected with it. The rangers 
gave them a Chase, hut to no eff<*ct. 
as (he Indians made good their es- 
^enpe. Mr. Hoover said there was one 
negro with the Indians. They came 
within sixty 
yards 
of 
him several 
times. 


TWO MEN ROBBED AND 
TWO 
MEN KILLED 


In the summer of 1895 the Indians 
made a raid down through Comanche 
and into Hamilton county, and gath­ 
ered a large bunch of horses. They 
passed out some two and a half miles 
west of Hamilton, and on Hear creek 
they came upon two men in camps 
eating their breakfast. The first the 
men knew the Indians had their hors-

One of the men, a Mr. Green, was 
wooden-legged, and in an almost help­ 
less condition. 
I have forgotten the 
name of the other man. The Indians 
took their horses, but did not other­ 
wise molest them. Tin* Indians after 
Journeying a few miles further on, 
Intercepted two men from Krath comi­ 
ty, and killed both of them. 
T hese 
men were found bv some travelers 
who reported the same and the set- 
t.feve gathered together as was usual 
on such occasions, and buried them as 
best (hey could. 
Those two men were named respec­ 
tively Cox and Hollis, and lived on 
Duff;tu creek, Krath Countv, Tin* In­ 
dians passed out by the head of South 
l4nmpf»sas unmoliestod and made good 
their escape. 


AFRAID TO SHIT 
HIS EYES TO PRAY 


In the fall of 1803, Henry Fuller, 
Patillo Fuller, Henry Brewer, 
Dock 
Lovel and Cal Deaton went on Indian 
Greek some eight miles from home to 
take a hog hunt. A young man by 
me name of Ship Ta I>or was to meet 
them that night at camps. 
He started that evening, and about 
an hour by sun was in the neighbor­ 
hood of where lie expected to find 
them. He saw smoke issuing from 
a ravine near a iiveoak tree, where 
he supposed the hog-huntcrs were lo- 
itte d . 
He rode on, not' thinking of 
danger. When within a few yards 
of the ravine, there sudednly sprang 
before him eight Indians who had 
previously been engaged in skinning 
a beef. 
They mounted their horses 
and surrounded him. He took In the 
яКшШоя at once, and knowing that 
Indians were dear lovers of hors- 
he dismounted at once and drove 
horse towards them, and then he 
Ш /# т у to the tree.

In the early i*art of January, 185 s. 
several part ice of Indians approached 
the frontier and commenced their dep­ 
redations in a Irnld and daring man­ 
ner. One squad struck licsley’s creek 
in Comanche county, near Col. Jones 
Barbee's, 
A negro man belonging to Mr. Bar­ 
bee was out after horses about one- 
half mile distant from the liou^e. The 
Indians ran upon him, lamed him 
several times, and thinking lie was 
dead, they ran their horses over him 
to make a sure job of it. 
After the Indians had left, the ne­ 
gro got up and went back to the 
house minus the horses he had started 
out after and reported to the colonel 
that his horses were gone, and nigger 
too, almost. 
Continuing, 
he 
said. 
“The Injuns kill me for awhile and 
think 1 was dead, but I wasn’t ; I 
played opossum on 'em." 
After leaving the negro, the Indians 
passed ou down tlte creek, gathering 
horses from every ranch. 
On account of the scarcity of set­ 
tlers in the country it took consid­ 
erable time to g-vt up a scout. 
Eli

more, lived some five miles down t In * 
creek. 
Bean and a negro man had started 
with a wagon that morning for Waco. 
When on the mountain near a plats* 
now called “Martin’s Gap,” then in Co­ 
manche county, now in Hamilton, the 
Indians came upon him and the negro 
and killed them both, rifling the wa­ 
gon and taking everything they want­ 
ed. 
Martin’s Gap was named after a man 
by tin* name of George Martin, who 
moved from Beil county and while go­ 
ing through the gap blazed the way 
to his settlement at the mouth of 
Falls creek. 
The Indians then turned north-east 
in the direction of Meridian to what 
was then known a» Meridian Peak, 
which stands eighteen miles west of 
Meridian and about two miles distant 
from the present town of Iredell, Bos­ 
que County. At this point the Indians 
came upon old Uncle Peter Johnson 
and his lit do ten year old hoy, young 
Peter, who had been to Meridian with 
an ox wagon for breadstuff* and oth­ 
er family supplies and were returning 
home. 
After passing Meridian peak a short 
distance since then very appropriate­ 
ly called "Johnson's peak,”—the In­ 
dians surrounded the wagon, killing 
the old man and capturing the little 
boy. They rifled ami 
unloaded 
the 
wagon, cutting tin* sacks open and 
; strewing the flour and meal ail over 
the prairie, and 
taking such 
other 
things as suited them. 
At this moment a man by the name 
of Patillo Fuller came traveling along 
the road riding a large fine, and well 
proportioned horse. 
The Indians saw him approaching, 
and run upon the peak, taking the lit­ 
tle boy with them. 
When they observ­ 
ed only one man approaching, they be­ 
gan their preparations to give him a 
chase, but their Chief said “No, he 
is on a big horse ; no use to run him.’’ 
After Fuller saw wluit was done, 
lie made his way to Meridian and re­ 
ported what he had found at the peak. 
A party was soon collected and start­ 
ed after Mr. Johnson. They carried 
his remains to Meridian for burial. 
After Fuller had gone, the Indians 
struck out up the divide between the 
Bosque and Leon, going out through 
Krath county and carrying a large 
hunch of horses with them. 
in the meantime a scout from Bar 
bee’s where the negro played ‘possum, 
and from further on down the creek 
was organized, consisting of the fol­ 
lowing named gentlemen : Capt. F. B. 
Gentry, Eli Pickett, Dave Roberta, Geo 
11. Hasty, Jim Neal and Тош Shock­ 
ley, 
These men had hurriedly taken the 
trail the following morning after the 
wounding 
of 
Barbee’s 
negro, The 
finding of the dead bodies of Beall 
and Id* negro, 
killed 
on the trail, 
caused considerable delay, as also the 
finding of the Imdy of Peter John­ 
son. 
IJwme unavoidable delays allowed the 
Indians to get so much the start that 
it wax impossible to overtake them. 


Washington, Jan. 22. —What Is* «aid 
to be the largest ranch property in 
the world recently came Into private 
ovixteiuo in Canada when a comt»any 
obtained from tl«e Canadian Govern­ 
ment a grant to 75,850 square miles 
for the purpo-e of 
raising 
caribou 
and. perhaps, musk oxen. Figured in 
the land measurement 
United 
States this area is something more 
than 48.00O.00o acres, using 040 acres 
square 
mile of 
area. The 
ground 
lent to the company taking it over 
is about 4e jM*r acre. 
The King ranch of Texas, figured 
roughly at 1,000,000 acres, lias been 
recognized as one of the large ranch­ 
es of the world, or al*out 1,000 square 
mile«. Until the Canadian grant was 
recorded tin* Terrazas projx*rty in Chi­ 
huahua w as thought to have been the 
largest ranch in point of area in tin* 
world. That property is said to have 
embraced from 8,000,1)00 to 15,000.000 
acres, but a Conservative estimate for 
the property 
was 
about 
10,000,000 
iicros, or ten times as large as the 
King ranch. 
Its area on that basis 
was about 16,000 square miles. 


In overcoming the gas volume the 
pressure sends the water over the 
entire vicinity and the rig is deluged.

well, retards progress and makes it an 
expensive process to drill. 
Again there arc few railroads and 
poor means of communication» 
In ad­ 
dition, the tracts of land are large. 
And bwause of this, it i« noi »»very 
concern that can beat the game in 
territory when* they can’t jam in off- 
-ot wells and pack them into produc­ 
tive, overworked territory like sar­ 
dine« into a can. 
it takes a year to drill only . the 
average well here. 
Yet 
activity

Out on the lonely Texas Panhandle 
plains are four men, battling in an 
itlfenio 
of sound

submission this monster producer. 
The crew—picked men— are strug­ 
gling with a well making 125,000,000 
cubic 
feet of gas a 
day ; 
enough, 
were it possible to harness the well 
to several hundred miles of leakb*ss 
pipe line, to supply heat and comfort 
and plenty of fuel to one-fifth of all 
the inhabitants of Texas. 
The well is the Gulf No. 1 on the 
Burk Burnett 
ranch, nor 
far from 
Amarillo. 
It belongs to the Gulf Pro­ 
duction Company, a subsidiary of the 
great Gulf Oil Corporation, 
On this one well the Gulf Company 
already has spent $100,000 and it may 
have to spend that much mure and 
then give it up. 
But the Gulf is en­ 
gaged in a great exploration enterprise 
here and if its expectations are real­ 
ized its expenditure» of tim earn! mon­ 
ey will lie dwarfed by results. 
The crew is composed of experienc­ 
ed men, for the company is taking 
no chances, the great physical danger 
the value of the well from a dollars- 
and-cent* standpoint, and its value 
from the viewpoint of exploration and 
discovery make it necessary the work­ 
ers Ik* the l»est in the industry,

A wo­ 
man requires all the physical strength 
and mental ease she can get to bring 
decent children into the world, and 
the stre.ss of a profession is not eon 
ducive to healthy motherhood. 
The bringing up of children might 
l>c arranged. A mother is not necess­ 
arily the best person to train children, 
although for sentimental reasons we 
have always pretended to think so. 
The only way out for woman is 
that they should either eschew moth­ 
erhood altogether (which, to do them

In their girlhood, if they mean 
to marry, they should be trained for 
It instead of devoting spare time to 
Jazzing.

We would 
do well to turn from domestic and 
International political squabbles and 
bring all our energies to solve it. 
And it is, moreover a question for 
the middle classes, the brain workers. 
These classes have hitherto brought 
some of the l»est children into the 
world. Heavy taxation, high prk*es of 
living, w’oman’s desire for indeiKUid- 
ence, and (I am sorry to have to 
say) self-indulgence are making child­ 
less marriage a commonplace iu the 
middle^classes. 
The hatred of 
domestic 
w'ork 
I.s 
having a very bad efftx*t too. Young 
girls of every class do their utmost 
to shun domestic work of anj' kind. 
As a consemience they are not fit to 
be the partners of working men. Pos­ 
sibly in a year’s time one of those 
imdomestleak'd wives will have pick­ 
ed up the rudiments of ciwiking and 
hou'iekeeping, but I pity the poor man 
during the first year of his marriage. 
Hiiwever I am a stnun(*li believer 
in the nltimaato gootl sense of wo­ 
men. 
I do not believe that the writers 
who flaunt the iiuleiKindenee of wo­ 
manhood in the public prints really 
represent their sex as a whole. Tliose 
writers are bachelor women, of whom 
there ahvays must he a large unniber 
while the sexes are dlsprop<»rtionate, 
or else they are married women who, 
having had chldlrcn, can afford to 
write of marriage as if it did not 
matter. 
Many wdvesi among 
the 
new-poor 
classes have proved themselves to be 
pcrfe<*t little heroines when faced with 
total lack 
of 
domestic 
help. I 
know of a case of a wife, brought up 
in comparative luxury, who has kept 
a house going, cooking, cleaning and 
everything, and has looked after two 
troublesome young children for weeks 
together without any help at all be­ 
yond what her husband could give, 
and has done it with a smile. 
That is the kind of a woman we 
men respect. She is fit to be a moth­ 
er of children, the most honorable pro­ 
fession tor women.

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LEGISLATIVE BODY 
LACKS HIGH- CALIBER 
MEN, STONE SAYS 


Chicago, III., Jan. 21.—Melville E 
Stone, formerly general manager of 
the Associated Press, in an address 
tonight criticised parts of the Consti­ 
tution of the United States as leav­ 
ing this country without a leader and 
condemned the Congress as lacking 
men of high caliber. 
Mr. Stone was guest of honor at a 
banquet given 
by 
the 
Commercial 
Club. 
He prefaced his talk on “Some 
of Our Problems" with the statement 
that this was the first time he had 
ever felt free in an address to say 
exactly what he thought. 
“During the years I was general 
maeagi r of the Associated Press 1 
( »nid in 
express myself on parti­ 
san matt rs for fear some one would 
think I was 
representing the 
atti­ 
tude of the Associated Pres«, which 
necessarily had to remain nonparti­ 
san and impartial in all matters,*’ 
said Mr. Stone. “Now that I no long 
er head that organization I can say 
what I please.’’ 
Mr. Stone said the relation of the 
President to Congress had never lieen 
settled and that consequently we faced 
many complications. 
“I think every student of our sys­ 
tem must agree 
that 
our 
national 
Congress is not properly composed nor 
its authority properly 
defined.” 
he 
said. 
“The seventeenth 
amendment 
providing for popular election of Sen­ 
ators certainly has not improved the 
personnel of that body. 
It Is almost 
as difficult to name the conspicuous 
members of the Senate as to repeat 
the words of the National Anthem.

COAC’II DEPLORES ATTITUDE OF 
COLLEGE FOOTBALL TEAMS 


DANGER OF JUST LETTING 
A COLD RUN ITS COURSE 


New York, 
Jan. 
2d.— Professional 
football is a menace to the college sport 
as it rob« the game of many of its 
greatest character building qualities, 
Fielding II. Yost, for twenty years foot­ 
ball coach at the 1’nlvcrslty of Michi­ 
gan, said here tonight. 
He was guest 
of honor at a banquet of the Michigan 
alumni of New x ork City. 
The professional sport, Coacli Yost 
•aid, tends to make the college player 
unsatisfied to play tin* game for Its 
own sake; robs the game of the exhil­ 
arating inspiration 
of 
achievement 
merely for achievement’s sake, and de­ 
stroys the ideals of generous service, 
loyalty, sacrifice and whole-hearted de­ 
votion to a cause, which murk the col­ 
lege player. 
“The professional sport is Mamed, 
In part, at least, for the critical a t­ 
titude of many students and alumni 
and others arc assuming toward play­ 
ers who are representing them on col­ 
lege athletic field.” Coach Yost said, j 
Criticizing the plnv of an individual 
or a team bv fellow students or alumni 
is the wrong attitude. 
It is ingratitude 
as tin* men on the team a r c giving their 
very best efforts for their university 
which Is more than their critics are do­ 
ing.” 
Coach Yost also deplored the ten­ 
dency to stage international football 
games and extend the gridiion sea­ 
son. 
He declared the first considera­ 
tion of men in college should be the ob­ 
taining of an education and the fit­ 
ting of themselves for life in the world. 
Athletics, he said, are merely one of 
the means toward that end and should 
not bo permitted to clipse the curricu­ 
lum. 
“When two schools meet that hare 
different rules of eligibility ns regards 
the standing of athletes in scholar­ 
ship«, the contest is unfair. 
It is un­ 
fair competition if one school permits 
freshmen to play on varsity teams 
and the other does not. if the time al­ 
lotted to practice differs in the oppos­ 
ing teams vary in 
number of games 
played each year. 
“A football team with an eleven game 
•chedule has an advantage 
of 
more 
than HO per cent in experience over the 
teams with a seven-game schedule, and 
Jf on the same team freshmen are per­ 
mitted to play the advantage is more 
than 100 per cent since the total num­ 
ber of games engaged in during a col­ 
lege career by a player on the one team 
would he forty-four .while on the other 
it would be but twenty-one. 
“No university should lie permitted, 
or should want any of these advant­ 
ages.” 
Coach Yost deplored recruiting of 
athletics, declaring such action tends 
to make a youth’s athletic ability a 
marketable commodity, rather than a 
aource of recreation.

Washington, Jan. 25.—'The 
Allied 
nations by revising the Treaty of Ver­ 
sailles and reducing their armies “even 
to a reasonable extent,“ could not 
**nly meet the interest payments on 
their debt to the U. H. but retire part 
the principal as well,“ Senator Borah, 
Republican, Idaho, declared today in 
the Senate. 
He was discussing the Allied debt 
refunding bill. 
“I maintain it is an inault to the 
American 
people,’ 
Senator 
Borah 
said, “to ask them to forego longer 
the collection of money tlmt will be 
used for the purposes not only de­ 
structive of the peace of Europe, hut 
the world. 
Under the present policy 
and under existing treaties in Europe, 
no man can foretell at what time these 
nations can begin to pay their inter- 
fflf ** 
The Idaho Senator added that it 
vvh# proper for hint to “call attention 
to the fact that so long as the pres­ 
ent policies arc pursued, we are justi­ 
f y is transacting tliis m atter on a 
purely business basis,” 
Senator Borah earlier in his ad­ 
dress declared it would Ik* futile to 
seek a satisfactory adjustment of the 
foreign debt while the treaty of Ver­ 
sátiles “remains the law of Europe,” 
as any assistance the United States 
might sc<*k to render European nations 
wouuld be of Httle avail.

The average hog raiser gives too 
little attention or thought to the wean­ 
ing of the young pigs, and also to 
their feeding both ta-fore and after 
weaning time, J. M. Scott, animal in­ 
dustrialist of the University of Flori­ 
da Experiment Station, says that pigs 
should la* weaned when from 8 to 10 
weeks old. 
if allowed to suckle until 
much older it will interfere m aterial­ 
ly with the raising of two litters of 
pigs from the sows each year. 
It will he found that the pigs will do 
better if farrowed in February hr 
early March and September or early 
October. 
There is no reason why pigs cannot 
bo weaned when from eight to ten 
weeks of age. if they have been well 
fed up to that time. Of course, the 
^irst month or six weeks feeding is 
done through the 
mother. 
By 
the 
time the pigs are six weeks old th e / 
«howl be taking a good portion of 
tlioir nourishment from n side dish 
and not be depending entirely on the 
nourishment received from their moth­ 
er. 
Tt should l»e remembered that the di­ 
gestive tract of the young pig is very 
delicate; that some feeds entirely sat­ 
isfactory f«*r m ature hogs will 
not 
give good results when fed to pigs at 
or about tin* weaning age. 
Your pigs must be fed f(*cds that 
are easily digested, or else they will 
be stunted. There is nothing better 
for young pig« than skim milk fed 
ns a slop 
made from 
ground 
eorn 
shorts and a little peanut meal. 
A ration made up of 00 per cent 
eorn, 25 per cent shorts and 15 per 
cent peanut meal should give satisfac­ 
tory results In feeding young pigs, es- 
neclally when some skim milk is also 
fed. 
We believe that every farm er who 
is raising pigs will find it profitable 
to keep one or two mileli cows to 
supply skim milk for the young pigs
